Marlys Nelson and Julie Laid representing the Ringsted Community Improvement Organization presented their plan to renovate a
church in Ringsted and turn it into a Danish Heritage Center.

The church needs mold remediation. Cost of the remediation is $24,750 and they are requesting L.O.S.S.T. funding. The Board will
consider this funding next week. Auditor Sathoff said that we could consider doing something like this for Ringsted at budget time
also. Currently, Emmet County contributes $1,500 to the Armstrong Historical Society and $6,000 to the Emmet County Historical
Society annually.
